bia, and Santodelodoro, with the States of Na. 
> tolia, afſembled together to determine about the 
doubtkal iNue of this War, and at laſt by a ge⸗ 
» neral aſſent they reſolbed to Parley with their 
enemies, and to that intent ſent ont a Herald tg 
pzeſently returned anſwer, That if the King of 
Notolia. would Parley with him in the Field between both the 
Camps, he would there met him, and conclude a Peace foz one 
day, which the King of Natolia accepted; and immediately gs- 
ing fo2th to met him, Maximus (aid thus: 12 
Pꝛince af Bohemia, what is it thou crabeſt at my hands? ©;

was making compoſition with Pariſmenos fes their tranſpozta- 
tion, it hapned that there was in that place —— a 
Salvonian® Knight, named Arenus who havſecretly-beheld An-

This Tempeſt continued the fpace of two dayes and two 
nigh's, in ſuch extream raging ſozt, that they all expected pze- 
ſent death: Then began Pariſmenos ts curſe himſelf tos leaving 
the Country of Narolia, and committing himſelf unto the mer - 
ty ofthe Wea, of whoſe fury ho had ſuficiently taſted : Angelica 
was in great fear of her lite: Theoretus Conſcience began to 
acenſe him of treachery; ant Arenus of villany. hig they 
were in this extremity of fear, the ſhip was with great vio- 
lence dziben upon a Rock, and ſplit aſunder, that all were fo;cev 
to ſhift oz their l ves. 

Pariſmenos being amazed at this misfoztune, pet had a ſpe⸗ 
Mal regard to the Pzinceſs, whom he caughb in his arms, and 
with her got upon a piece of ths Hip that the violence gf the Sea 
had parted from the reff, which was not likely long ts uphold 
them: and fo; the reft, ſome were dzowned, and others pzeſer- 
ved by admirable means.
